Faces  Senate 

Nearly  700  students  at  NW¬ 
MSC  walked  out  of,  the  Union 
oh  October  4.  The  protest  was 
the  result  from  student .  senti¬ 
ment  that  meals  were  of  in¬ 
sufficient  quantity  and  quality. 

A  survey  made  by  Joe  Mer- 
rigan,  Union  Board  President, 
indicated  some  of  the  reasons 
why  the'students  initialed  the 
strike. 

Some  of  the  complaints  given 
by  the  students  were  monotony 
of  repetition  of  meals,  serving 
method,  long  waiting  lines, 
dirty  dishes,  starchy  foods,  lack 
of  choice  on  Friday,  leftovers, 
and  too  many  cold  cuts. 

The  matter  has  been  taken 
to  the  student  senate. 

There  it  lias  been  discussed 
with  administrative  representa¬ 
tives,  and  the  problems  and 
suggestions  for  improvement 
will  be  put  Into  a  formal  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  administration.  ~  ;

College  Favors 

Nixon  in  Poll  , 

The  students  of  NWMSC  pre¬ 
fer  Nixon  over  Kennedy  almost 
2-1  to  gain  the  presidency.  In  a 
recent  survey  of  340  college 
students  Richard  Nixon  with 
205  votes  was  victorious  in  his 
quest  for  - the  rent-free  White 
House  over  John  Kennedy  with 
122. 

Of  those  polled,  213  think 
Nixon  is  ahead  in  the  presi¬ 
dential  race  at  the  present  time, 
while  only  86  believed  Kennedy 
to  be  ahead.  , 

Religious  Question 

Of  the  participants  30  would 
have  voted  for  Kennedy  if  he 
wasn’t  a  Roman  Catholic ;  how¬ 
ever,  85  said  that  they  would 
not  vote  for  a  Catholic. 

The  survey  showed  that  ap¬ 
proximately  one-third  of  the 
church  leaders  have  had  some¬ 
thing.  to  say  concerning  the 
coming  election.  Only  78  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  religious  issue 
ought  to  be  stressed  in  the  cam¬ 
paign.  But  on  the  other  hand 
282  feel  that  it  is  an  issue. 


I  am  overwhelmed  to  see  that  the  opinions  of  the  students 
and  the  seemingly  biased  views  ol  the  surrounding  newspapers 
of  the  area  differ  so  greatly  concerning  an  empty  student  union 
during  a  particular  noon  “meal.”
